and Forms shall, from this date until further order, take 
effect and be in force in the Land Commission in relation 
to all proceedings taken under Sections 1, 2, and 8 of the 
“ Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887,” in addition to the Rules 
of the 27th August, 1887, and shall also take effect and 
be in force in the several Civil Bill Courts in Ireland in 
relation to proceedings under said Sections. 

1. An application to the Court by a Lessee who desires 
to be deemed and declared a tenant of a present tenancy, 
but who does not at the same time require a fair rent to be 
fixed for the holding, shall be made by Originating Notice 
which may be in Form No. 81, and the same shall be served 
on the Landlord and upon the Court in manner provided 
by the Rules of 1 2th December, 1 S 8 3, in relation to Origin- 
ating Notices. The Landlord, within one month from the 
date of the service of such notice upon him, may, if he 
thinks fit, serve a notice which may be in Form 82, dis- 
puting the right of the Lessee to be deemed tenant of a 
present tenancy. Such notice shall also be served on 
the Court within the time aforesaid. 

2. If no such notice be served by the Landlord within 
the time aforesaid, or such time as may on special appli- 
cation to the Court be allowed, then an order may be 
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made declaring that the Lessee is a tenant of a present 
tenancy. If notice is served by the Landlord disputing 
the right claimed by the Lessee, the application shall be 
listed for healing and determined by the Court. 

3. An application to the Court by a person who claims 
to be entitled to surrender his estate in a holding part 
whereof only is sublet to ascertain and determine what 
should be the fair rent of the part not sublet shall be by 
Originating Notice, and may be in Form No. 83, and the 
same shall be served on the Landlord and upon the Court 
in manner provided by the Rules of 12th December, 
1883, in relation to Originating Notices, and the appli- 
cation shall be listed for hearing and determined by the 
Court.
